This we know to be Law, Rex haebt 
ſuperiorem Deum + legem,etiam &- Curie 
amt , and ſo fayes the ſame Author 
and he makes bold to proceed further 
Debent ei fr enum ponere, they ought to 
bridle him, We know very well the 
ſtories of old : we cannot be ignorant

Sir,, Fhis is not a Law of yeſter- 
day ( ſince the time of the diviſion 
betwixt you and the Parliament ) 
but it is a Law of old ; And we know 
very well both the Authors and the 
Authorities that acquaint us what 
the Law. was in that point, on the 
ele&ion of Kings, when they took 
their Qath to be true unto the peo- 

le; and if they did not obſerve 
it , there were thoſe remedies in- 
ſtituted which are called Parlia- 
ments. The Parliaments were they 
that were toadjudge(the very words 
of the Authors.) the plainne(s and 
wrongs done by the King andQueen, 
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eſpecially, when the people could 
have no where elfe a remedy. Sir, 
this 1s the Caſe of the people of Eng- 
laxal, they could not have their re- 
medyelfſe where but in Parliament. 
$1r,Parliaments were inſtituted for 
that intent, it was their main end, 
that the grievances of the people 
mighe be redrefled, and truly, if the 
Kings of England had been rightly 
mindefull of themſelves , they were 
never more in Majeſtie or State, than 
in the' time of the Parliament : but 
how forgetfull ſome have been , 
Hiſtories have informed us ; and we 
our ſelves have a miſerable, a lamen- 
table ,anda ſad experence of it. 
Sir, by the old Laws of England (1 
ſpeaketheſe things the rather to 2you, 
becauſe you were pleaſed to afhrme 
the other day,that you had as much 
knowledge m the Law as moſt 
Gentlemen of England. It 'is very 
well Sir, and truly Sir , it 1# very fit 
for the Gentlemen of England ro wn- 
derftand the Laws under which 
muſt tive, and by which theym 
be governed ; And then Sir , the Scr> 
pture ſayes,they that know their Ma» 
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Maſters will and do it not ; you know 
what follows, the Law is your Ma- 
ſter, the a&s of Parlimcnt )che Par- 
liaments were anciently to be kept 
twice in the year, as we find in our 
old Anthor, thac the Subie& upon 
any occaſion might have a remedie 
anG a redreſs for his grievance. After- 
wards by (everall As of Parliament 
in the dayes of your predeceſſor Ed4- 
ward thethird; they were to be but 
once a year- What the Intermiſfion 
of Parliaments in your times hath 
produced, is very well known, and 
the ſad conſequences of it; as alſo 
what in the interim inſtead of Parl'ia- 
ments, there hath been by you, by 
a high and arbitrary hand intro- 
duced upon the people. But when 
God by his Providence had (fo far 
broughc it about, that” you conld 
nolonger decline the calling ofa Par- 
liament , a Parliament was called; 
where it may appear, what your ends 
wereagainſt your ancient and Native 
Kingdom of Scot, buc thisParliament 
of Exg/.not ſerving your turn agaiift 
them, you were pleaſed to difſolve 
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it, Not long after, another great ne- 
ceſſitie occaſioned the calling of this 
Parliament, and what your defignes 
and indeavours. all along have been 
for the craſhing *and confounding 
ofit, hath been moſt notorious to 
the whole Kingdom, And truly Sirin 
that youdid ſtrike at al}, lt had been 
a ſure way to have brought about 
that which this Charge doth tay upon 
you 3 your intention to ſubvert the 
fundemental Laws of the Land, for 
the great Bulwarks ofthe peoples Li- 
berty, is the Parliament of Exgland, 
and to, ſubvert and root np that; 
which your aim hath been to do,
